Dear Eva, 

We write to update you with an important development. 

Last week, San Francisco City Attorney Dennis Herrera took legal action to protect City College of 
San Francisco. 

First, the City Attorney filed a lawsuit against the accreditation commission whose decisions have 
put City College at risk. The lawsuit alleges that the commission unlawfully allowed its political 
bias to prejudice its work. In a separate legal challenge, the City Attorney also asserts that the 
board of the state community college system wrongly delegated important powers to the 
accreditation commission. 

Though it is too soon to know the outcome of these legal actions, we applaud the City Attorney 
for making every effort to keep City College open and moving forward. We need and await 
additional and specific action from all our elected officials. 

In addition to the troubling concerns raised by the City Attorney, the U.S. Department of 
Education has already reprimanded the commission for being too vague about what City College 


needed to do to keep its accreditation. City College should not be forced to close as a result of 
procedures that have lacked clarity. 

At Move City College Forward, over 2,000 people and organizations have signed our petition letter 
to Mayor Lee, Chancellor Harris, and Trustee Agrella. 

You can read the principles that we want these leaders to champion in our petition, and if you've 
already signed, please share the petition with your friends and family using this easy link .
